| MESS handles moms’

The water heater just broke, the 
baby is crying and the 3 - year - old is 
killing the cat. You need some time by 
yourself to get that paper written for 
school, but there isn't anyone to watch 
the kids. You are starting to feel 
trapped and angry, and you need some 
help 


Support ts available from Mother's 
Emergency Stress Service (MESS), a 
24 - hour crisis line (446 - 7811) run by 


trained women who have experienced 
the problems of motherhood 


MESS handles an average of 400 
calls a month from women who are 
having trouble coping with a whole 
spectrum of problems, said Mary 
Bradley, co - director of MESS 
Women call who have been beaten by 
their husbands or who are beating 
their children. Some need emergency 
housing, child care or legal advice 


“A lot of the women are feeling 
crazy, said Bradley. “Basically, she 
(the typical caller) is feeling isolated 
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John Crabtree feets very much at home in Northern California chimneys 


cardboard, a wet sheet. a piece of 
plywood that I put up against the 
opening. an old chunk of carpet. a 
shop vacuum and a little hand brush 
to get the inside.” 


“First il set up the wet sheet. then 
the cardboard then the plywood to 
make sure nothing comes out of the 
tireplace, because when that happens 
it is a mess.”

birth control) to attend a “rap ses 
sion” These sessions are held at the 
center on Monday and | uesday after 
nvons. You need only attend one and 
and men are encouraged to come and 
take part. Krews feels birth control is a 
responsibility both men and women 
should share, and that men could 
learn a great deal trom attending one 
of these sessions 

The rap sessions discuss different 
forms of birth control, their effec 
tiveness and their possible risks. The 
sessions are led by student interns who 
are trained extensively at the health 
center 

The interns are available too for in 
dividual sessions should the group be 
impossible for the student to attend 
Much of the same discussion takes 
place and the center staff hopes that 
after meeting in these sessions that the 
student has a clear idea of what form 
of birth contro! is best in each in 
dividual’s case 

An appointment is now made with 
one of the several doctors for a pelvic 


She has no family or close friends who 
she can share her burden with. She 
needs someone to lay out her fears to.” 


The nine staff workers and 35 
volunteers who run MESS are trained 
to help the woman identify her 
problem and decide for herself what 
steps to take to make the changes she 
wants in her life, said Bradley 

“We don't solve the woman's 
problem for her,” Bradley said. “We 
allow her to work the problem out for 
herself, with a little bit of assistance.” 


In addition to phone counseling, 
MESS will help arrange for child care, 
legal assistance, housing and will 
make referrals to other community 
agencies 

The service operates from a 
feministic perspective, which holds 
that women should become more 
directly responsible for their lives, 
Bradley said. Stress often results when 
a woman feels that she does not have 
any options, that she is stuck in the 
home or in an unfavorable situation 

“It's all perfect. When we don't live 
up to that image, we all feel some sort 
of guilt or shame,” she said

It is otten this shame which 
prevents women from seeking help 
trom neighbors or friends and which 
makes the availability or a crisis line so 
necessary, said Bradley 

“We're into peer counseling,” she 
said. “We're not into psychological 
counseling. We don't think there's 
anything wrong with a woman who 
tinds herself in a crisis.” 

MESS was established three years 
ago by a group of 13 women from 
CSUS who had taken the course 
“Mother, Woman. Person”. They 
decided there was a need in Sac- 
ramento for this kind of service. After 
many discussions and much planning, 
MESS was developed 


The service was establishef so 
mothers could have a place where 
someone will listen when they feel the 
pressures and tensions of motherhood 
closing in, said Bradley 


So, mothers, the next time you are 
at the end of your rope, remember that 
there is someone who listen and who 
cares. If you need counseling, child 
care, emergency housing, legal aid or 
just someone to talk to. call 446 - 7811

These figures 
again are for candidates who would fit 
requirements to be a Public Affairs 
Officer, no matter what level was to be
